LOST LAWSUIT 


SO KILLED MAN 


[By Telegraph to The Ag«.J 


Cullman, Ala~ Aprifli —Stata Sen- 


ator R. L, Hipp, an attorney, wa» shot 
and instantly killed, and Deputy Sher- 
iff J. H. Dunlap was probably fatally 
wounded by John W. Williams, 20 
miles east of this city.
